of  the  PMCM,  if?  1 3I1  • With  the  inclusion  of  the  member  shin 
card,  much  to  my  delight,  came  tiro  issues  of  the  Ram  Picker. 

I immediately  read  both  issues  cover  to  cover.  The  member- 
shin  and  most  importantly  the  magazine  will  orovide  one  of 
the  most  important  assets  of  being  a oaner  money  collector; 
communication. 

Generally  speaking,  paner  money  collectors  fever  than 
collectors  of  coins,  have  less  access  to  knovledgable  sources 
of  information.  Or  do  we?  Which  is  why  I’m  writing. 

After  reading  the  Jan/Kar  and  the  Anr/Jun  issues  of  the 
Hag  Picker  --  one  item  stood  right  out.  In  both  issues 
Michael  Bluhm  MD  expressed  the  desire  to  know  what  a Mule 
was.  Twice l Surely  after  two  issues,  6 months,  Michael 
Bluhm  deserves  the  knowledge  of  fellow  collectors  which  is 
our  most  valuable  tool.  Communicat ion. 

So  newer  member,  Michael  Bluhm,  the  definition  of  a 
Mule  Note  is  as  follows ' 

During  the  term  of  Julian-Morgenthau  conolaints  were 
received  from  currency  inspectors  at  the  BEr  that  the  check 
numbers,  which  are  in  the  field  of  the  lover  right  portion 
of  the  face  and  back  of  the  note,  ’-ere  difficult  to  read. 
During  this  time  the  BEP  enlarged  the^e  check  letters.  A 
mule  note  "ouk  be  a note  with  a small  check  number  on  one 
side,  and  the  larger  check  letter  on  the  other  side,  which 
was  intended  for  sub3eouent  series. 

A good  example  of  this  is  the  Series  of  1934A  ;)5>  Silver 
Certificate  Block  D-A.  This  block  is  the  first  block  where 
the  new  larger  face  check  number  was  employed,  in  this  series. 
The  back  of  this  note  bears  the  smaller  check  numbers  which 
were  used  for  the  previous  series,  1934*  This  note  is  only 
known  in  this  variety,  knoTn  as  a mule. 

Since  the  backs  of  the  notes  are  printed  first,  the  old 
small  size  check  number  backs  were  used  up  along  with  the 
new  size  until  the  supply  of  the  old  size  check  numbers  were 
depleted. 

This  and  another  form  of  mule,  the  late  date  finished 
plate,  are  covered  In  the  1989  Seventh  Edition  Standard  Hand- 
book of  Modern  United  States  Paper  Money  by  Chuck  01 Donnell, 
published  by  Krause  Publications,  700  E.  State  St.,  Iola  VI 
d|±9Q0.  Chuck  0TDonnell  has  done  extensive  research  on  these 
and.  other  varieties  and  has  the  copyright  on  the  information 
therein. 

Pules  are  highly  sought  after  notes  for  the  astute  and 
advanced  collectors  and  in  most  cases,  but  not  all,  command 
a premium  over  their  un-mu] ed  counterparts,  of  the  same 
b] ock.

FRN  notes.  But  as  I am  not  oulte  up  to  date  on  this  new 
type  maybe  a fellow  member  knovledpable  of  this  variety  can 
enlighten  us  both.

Recently  I attended  a bid  in  New  York  City  where  I pur- 
chased several  lots.  One  of  the  lots  was  a rrour  of  1934A, 
§10  FRN,  which  I intended  to  use  as  trading  material  after 
selecting  a few  notes  for  my  collection.  After  placing  the 
notes  in  numerical  sequence,  I noticed  the  range  which  start- 
ed at  46  million  thru  57  million.  Checking  the  serial  num- 
bers against  the  numbers  in  Chuck  0* Donnell* s Standard  Hand- 
book, I found  a mule  with  light  green  seal  and  a high  number 
of  Al|684  5904A.  The  following  note  was  a non-mule  light 
green  seal  with  the  low  serial  of  AJ4.68I1  5925>A.  These  ? notes 
represent  a new  changeover  pair  not  listed  in  Chuck’s  book. 

I continued  on  in  my  search  and  found  another  mule  note  light 
green  seal,  with  a higher  number  than  the  one  previously 
mentioned,  A9168  I903A.. 

I was  real  haopy  with  my  new  found  discoveries.  I can 
finally  say  I have  a note  or  notes  in  my  collection  with  a 
high  and  low  serial  number.  I continued  thru  the  notes  and 
found  nothing  new.  As  always  I took  out  my  record  book  and 
started  recording  pertinent  information,  check  numbers, etc. 

I had  recorded  all  the  information  and  was  down  to  my 
last  note.  Yhile  entering  the  serial  number  and  front  and 
back  check  numbers,  the  number  87  rnng  a bell.  I've  been 
collecting  trial  notes  for  several  years  and  seldom  do  you 
see  any  for  sale,  and  when  they  are,  most  of  them  are  face 
check  #86.  Well,  back  to  the  book  to  see  what  was  listed  un- 
der FRN  section  $10  for  trial  notes.  No  list  of  any  trials 
in  the  FRN  section.  Back  thru  my  record  list  I came  up  with 
3 more  notes  - all  with  face  check  #87.  I was  so  thrilled 
at  my  new  found  trial  FRN  note  that  I had  to  call  several 
people,  all  whom  agreed  it  must  be  a trial  note. 

The  next  check  would  be  to  compare  the  FRN  with  the 
Silver  Cert  trial  notes  I had,  so  off  to  the  bank  to  pick  up 
my  trial  notes.  I compared  a blue  seal  SC  and  a yellow  seal 
North  African  and  the  green  seal  FRN.  All  3 were  the  same, 
just  under  l/l6  of  an  inch  high  and  just  under  1/8  inch  wide .

Having  ny  bags  packed  the  night  before,  I clamored  out 
of  bed  at  2: 00  AM  on  Thursday  morning  June  16th  full  of 
enthusiasm^  This  is  the  day  to  go  to  Memphis  - the  oarer 
money  highlight  of  the  yeari 

I drove  to  Kalamazoo  and  met  Martin  Delger,  Chuck 
Fenwick,  Doug  Murray,  Joe  Mikola, iczvk,  Chester  Clark,  and 
A1  Latson.  The  seven  of  us  then  proceeded  to  drive  to 
Memphis  (12  hours  away  from  that  point)  in  Martin  Delger’s 
van  and  A1  Latson*s  car.
